Decorative illuminating device, characterized by comprising a tree having many optical 
fibers comprised as a trunk and branches in a core, and adorned longitudinally along the surface 
of this core, and a base into which said tree is planted and fixed . The light incident ends of each 
of the optical fibers adorning the above-mentioned tree being bundled on the lower end of the 
trunk and their light emitting ends being disposed by dispersing between several twigs projecting 
from each branch, and a light source apparatus for irradiating light onto the light incident ends of 
each or the above-mentioned optical fibers being disposed inside the above-mentioned base. 
Brief Explanation of the Drawings 

Fig. 1 is a front elevation showing an example of a decorative illuminating device 
according to the present device. Fig. 2 is a magnified view of the main parts of this decorative 
illuminating device. Ffg. 3 is a front elevation showing another example of a decorative 
illuminating device according to the present device.
